STUDENT'S SOCIETY TO 
DISCUSS NFCUS, UNION

The five candidates for the title of Queen of the McGill Winter 
Carnival 1955 will be introduced to members of the Student's Society 
as part of the group's meeting to be held tomorrow at 1 pm in the 
Union Ballroom. Important motions such as the one dealing with 
McGill s re-entrance into the National Federation of Canadian 
University Students and key changes in the framework of the Union 
organizational setup will be brought forward for consideration at 
the meeting. 

N.F.C.U.S Motion 

The motion dealing with N.F.C.U.S. has. been* submitted to Av ' 
Cohen, president of the Students' Socièly, and calls for McGill's re- 
joining the federation "provided that the National Conference ac- 
cepts at least half of the . . . changes" which are to be presented ' 
to it. These changes have been suggested because there is a feeling 
on the part of the originators of the resolution that "the Federation 
has done little in the past to .justify its exisence." These students 
do consider, however, that "on the basis of principle alone" McGill 
should be affiliated with N.F.CU.S. 

Changes Submitted 
, ln addition several changes have been presented as part of the 
motion. It was stated that other "major changes will be drafted 
by the originators of this resolution, in coordination with the S.E.C. 
and other Universities. Among the proposed changes, which wete 
published if full in yesterday's edition of the Daily, is one calling for 
a 20% degrease in N.F.C.U.S. membership fees, and another "making 
the Federation more representative by allowing each college one vote 
for every 2000 students." ' . 

McGill withdrew from the Federation lost winter after a motion 
of withdrawal had been passed at a Student's Society meeting by a 
vote of 293 to 238.

Union Constitutional Changes 

A second issue, to be discussed at the meeting is that of the 
Union constitution. It is generally agreed by those who manage the 
Union that the present organizational set up is by far too weak. 
The proposed changes have been drawn up with a dual purpose. Pri- 
marily, they provide for a larger group of workers and a system of 
promotions based on ability and experience! 

-According to Leslie Jonas, current president of the Union, the 
changes were made with the New Union in mind, and are the only 
way a building of its proposed size can be run efficiently" and to 
the best advantage of the entire campus. Jonas also stressed the 
overwhelming importance of discussing these changes before the 
coming Union elections and the end of this acodemic year. 

In order for the meeting tomorrow to procède à quorum of three 
hundred Student's Society members js needed. Av Cohen, president 
of-the Society, stated that all students shoajd consider the import- 
anc of the issues involved and attend the meeting to deal with 
them.

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Upon reading the resolution 
concerning NFCUS in yesterday's 
Dally, some people will be inclin- 
ed to ask, "Why should we rejoin 
the National Federation? It has 
not done ad... thing since we 
quit." 

Anticipating this, I would like 
to point out the invalidity of such 
a postulation. 

îi At the present time NFCUS 
is carrying out tho following ten 
point program: 

International representation of 
Canadian university students; a 
n'ation-widè v blood "Corpuscle 
Cup" competition open to all uni 
vers i ties; inter-regional exchange 
scholarships; student life insu ran 
co plan available to NFCUS mem- 
bers as of September; on many 
campuses NFCUS operates the 
Student Discount Allowance Ser- 
vice which enables students to 
buy in local stores many goods 
nnd services at discount of 10 per 
cent or more; NFCUS National 
Debating Tournament, in which 
McGill at present has two teams 
in the Eastern Finals, and, if a 
member, would be eligible to win 
the $900 prize and trophy; Na- 
tional competitions in art. litera- 
ture -and photography; Govern- 
ment scholarships campaign; cam- 
paign for income tax exemptions; 
campaign for lower text costs. 

2. If the motion is properly 
analysed one will notice that we 
do not ndvocate unconditional re- 
joining. In fact, if the Natiohal 
Conference accepts the proposals 
of the NFCUS review committee 
the efficiency of this institution 
will rocket from the. level of the 
M.T.C. to that of an electronic 
brain. 

As the resolution points out, the 
main problem of the Federation 
is its loosely knit structure. In 
places where there is a strong 
local committee, NFCUS is doing 
the things students want. Un 
fortunately experience has shown 
that an organization cannot) be 
built on the hope that there will 
always be brilliant student lead 
crs to conduct its business effici- 
ently. It is a long recognized prin 
ciplc that one has to build on a 
solid foundation. Thus it is ne- 
cessary to lay down the rules whe- 
reby the Nntional Federation can 
become a strong union. 

Should this resolution be pass- 
ed unanimously it will be n strong 
tool indeed in negotiating with 
other universities, for this would 
bo a definite indication of what 
YOU, tho student, expects front 
NFCUS. 

By grnnting the mandate to the 
originators of this resolution and 
tho S.E.C. it would enable Mc- 
Gill to rejoin NFCUS for the '66- 
'57 term instead of '57-'58. Dull 
as we may be, we are not stupid 
enough in order not to see, at 
tho National Conference, whether 
things will work in the future or 
not. Another advantage is that 
next year the conference will bo 
held at Sir George Williams Col- 
lege; consequently McGill stu 
dents will have the opportunity 
to keep a close check ori their de- 
legates. 



It js worth mentioning that a 
committee, to review and to sug- 
est changes with respect to 
NFCUS, is already labouring on 
the project 

In this connection an invitation 
is extender! to.vnu to, let us have 
your constructive criticisms, and 
to participate actively in reco- 
gnizing NFCUS.

IS PANEL TOPIC

"Art and Architecture" was 
topic 'under discussion at a 
sponsored by the Arch i te 
cture Undergradute Society last 
night at the School of Archite- 
cture. Agnes Lefort, of the Lefort 
Galleries, Robert Ayre, art critic 
for the Montreal' Star, and Robert 
Fleming, noted architect, took 
part, with Richard Pennington, 
University Librarian, acting as 
moderator. 

Miss Lefort said that painting 
and sculpture have always accom- 
panied architecture. The architect 
is limited both in budget and in 
the desire . of his customer. The 
public, she said, is generally un- 
aware' of the name of the archi- 
tects of most buildings. The archi- 
tect's plan, generally, would be- 
nefit from artistic additions.

often, architecture asks sculpture 
to come in at the last minute as 
a humanizer". Many people feel, 
he said, that artists and sculptors 
can help architects, "if they all 
keep their distance". Art should 
not be merely decorative, but 
should tie in with the architectu- 
re. To this end, painters and seul 
ptors should work on building 
sites to synthesize their work with 
that of the architect. Mr. Ayre 
hoped that architects would orga- 
nize more exhibitions in order to 
acquaint the public with goings- 
on in the field of architecture. 

Mr. Fleming spoko of the dif- 
ficulty facing the architect in that 
ho has to bo artist, professional, 
and architect all at once. He ad- 
vocated the grouping together of 
various specialists ' in order to 
achieve maximum quality of the 
work. Buildings, ho said, should 
inspire creativity in the 'people 
who occupy them. A building 
should bo honest, humble, and 
enthusiastic.

(Continued from Pago 1) 
period which followed the formal 
voting at the close of the meeting. 

Among the speakers of the eve- 
ning were four members of the 
L.P-P.; two members of the Libe- 
ral party arid representatives of 
the Progressive Conservatives and 
the C.C.P. Leslie Morris, Toronto 
L.P.P. organizer, was the guest 
speaker. A highlight of the meet- 
ing occured during the question 
period which followed the formal 
speeches. At this time all memibers 
in the House were given three mi- 
nutes each in which to address the 
gathering. Several persons who 
identified themselves merely as 
"independents" or "independent- 
liberals" spoke on varidus aspecta 
of the issue. 

The resolution, which was fin- 
ally defeated with the help of 
several members of the House 
summoned to the Commons for the 
voting, dealth with disarmament 
It stated that Canada adopt the 
principle of gradual and propor- 
tionate reduction of . . . the arms 
budget, starting with a 25 per 
cent reduction in the budget of 
'6G, as compared to '65." It went 
on to declare that "Canada im- 
mediately notify the UNO of its 
decision nnd that "Canada's UNO 
delegate move a motion to the ef- 
fect that all nations immediately 
take similar steps to reverse the 
armaments trend".
